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THE PHOENIX PARK MURDERS 
CONFESSED. 

A Long and very Interest- 
ing Account. 

CAUEY'S STATEMENT OF SOW 
THE MURDER PLANNED. 

Graphic and Mlnuto Story of tho Mon 
Who Killed Oavondisjh and Burko. 



Dublin, Feb. 18. — Carey spoke in a 
voice ko low, that the prisoners in the 
dock cried, "speak up." He deposed: 
He was always treasurer of the Fenum 
brotherhood funds. He said they 
were always in a bad state. (Here 
one of the prisoners interposed with 
the. remark, "because you pocketed 
them.") Witness continued, during 
his connection with the society, sever- 
al persons were tried by court martial 
for insubordination. Up to 1S79 the in- 
formers only tried Edward .McCaffrey ; 
lie was, prior to November, 1881, a 
member of ilie organization. In that 
month lie brought Walsh to Carey's 
room. Walsh, who was from tho 
north of England, told Carey his mis- 
sion in Publin was to make a, history. 
The nam 's of four persons had been 
submitted to the organization at Lon- 
don, as capable of heading the organi- 
zation in Dublin. Among those names 
was his own. Walsh bad sworn them 
in, each holding a knife in his hands, 
The oath bound Carey to obey all or- 
ders to be transmitted to him by the 
Irish invincibles, under penalty of 
death. A few days afterwards Walsh, 
McCatl'ery and James Mullett told 
him they were to form a new board of 
directors of a new organization in Dub- 
lin, for the invincibles, who were not 
to exceed 250 members for the whole 
kingdom, and selected from picked 
Fenians." (Ueneral laughter by the 
prisoners.) The witness continued: 
"The Dublin branch organization was 
to consist of fifty members. Its ob- 
ject was to 'remove' all tyrants. 
James Mullett was to be chairman. 
Forster and Earl Cow per wore named 
among those to be 'removed.' Rela- 
tive to the further operations of tin- 
Dublin branch, it was to be left to its 
own discretion. Walsh gave the wit- 
ness 1150. Burke's name was subse- 
quently mentioned among themselves, 
Arrangements were made for taking a 
house at Cork hill close to Dublin cas- 
tle, from which Earl Cow per was to 
be shot. Early in December witness 
went to Plm-nix park with Charley, 
and there met Mullett and Walsh, 
watching the chief secretary from the 
bouse. Witness saw Forster and 
Burke coining out. The four princi- 
pals ill December selected men for the 
work in Dublin. Witness selected a 
man named Kinkee, who selected two 
men named Leonard and Stephens, the 
laoi named being an American. Me 
Cafl'erty selected Doyle. A greater 
number of men were selected by Cur- 
lev and Mullett, laC-r, the principal 
selection being Brady. By July 18th, 
1882, the invincibles of Dublin num- 
bered about 30. The introduction of 
witness to Sheridan occurred in De- 
cember, 1881. He again met Sheridan 
ia February, 1S82, when their confab 
about arms occurred." 

The prisoners listened to this testi- 
mony with breathless at tention, hardly 
exchanging a word. Witness eontin 
ued : 

"After Walsh left Dublin a man 
called McCaflerty paid witness two 
sums of £21 T) and ,£15. Witness did 
not know McCaflerty, but understood 
he was once tried in Dublin. The 
society watched days and nights to 
murder Forster. On one occasion he 
escaped by waiting on board a steamer 
at Kingston. They waited for him 
there until the last railway train left. 
Carey said he recollected the shooting 
of M.eMahon. Previous to that time 
arrangement was made to remove For- 
ster at tho corner of John street, and 
on his way to the castle. He was sta- 
tioned at the dark gate. With him- 
self were Leonard, McMahon, Brady, 
Keeley, Curley and Martin. He (Car- 
ev) gave thi! signal when Forster pass- 
ed. Eorster's carriage was to he pre- 
ceded by Fitzharris' cab, according to 
arrangement, but the plan failed 
through the negligence of a watcher 
called Rowles. Curley reprimanded 
Bowles and watched for Forster on 
his return from the castle; but this 
time it was a failure on the part of the 
signal cab. Carey detailed three other 
occasions on which the murder of For- 
ster was prevented by an accidental 
passage of a party of mounted police. 
He said he himself suggested the use 
of knives, and McCafferty directed 
diem to wind cords around the hand- 
les to strengthen their grip. Frank 
Bynne, he said, was a member of the 
land confederation. His wife brought 



six knives ami a rifle slung around 
her neck under her cloak, and on a 
second occasion she brought a similar 
consignment, but only four knives. 
One of these had been produced in 
court, as was also the rifle intended for 
use at Cork- hill. McCafferty was 
succeeded in Dubiin by another person, 
apparently of authority, of whose name 
witness was ignorant. Curley became 
chairman after Mullett's arrest, Joseph 
Brady succeeding Curley in the coun- 
cil. While the council was thus organ- 
ized the murder of Forster ami Burke 
was discussed at Mullett's house. 
The attack on them was arranged for 
near St Mark's church. On the third 
of March Mullett, Curley, Binkle, 
Mooney, Brady, Kelly, the witness 
himself and two strangers at the 
church arranged that Forster was to 
be shot together with other occupants 
of his carriage; and any one interfer 
ing was to be disabled. jjlere prison- 
ers laughed. J On the night Forster 
left Ireland fifteen invincibles actually 
followed him to West row station. 
Curley looked into the cars, but only 
saw Forster's wife and daughter. 
The fifteen invincibles were under 
command of Curley on this occasion.' 
As Forster had definitely left Ireland, 
they were told to concentrate their 
attention upon Burke. Carey went 
to the park on May street. Fitzhar- 
ris' cab was No. 1, opposite the regal 
lodge were also Pat Delaney, Tom 
McCaflerty, Carey, Brady, Smith and 
Kavanagh. They were there for the 
purpose of meeting Burke and remov- 
ing him on this occasion, when Burke 
accidentally escaped by taking unusual 
routes. 

The conspirators often talked among 
themselves as to the source of money. 
Some thought it came from America. 
Carey himself thought it came from 
the land league here. Witness retire, 
suddenly amid the hisses of prisonersd 
and some shouted, "perjured scoun- 
drel." 

After lunch, which all the prisoners 
seemed to enjoy, Carry resumed: All 
the prisoners on the Cth of May met 
in or about the Royal Park tavern, 
except Jas. Mullett, who was in pris- 
on. There were also two men named 
Dwver, one of whom had gone to Am 
erica. On the morning of May Gtli In- 
met Smith, the laborer employed about 
the castle, who kne>v Burke's appear- 
ance. The witness confirmed the de- 
tails of Kavanaugh's testimony con 
cerning Carey being at \\ run's public 
houge with Brady, Kelly, McCaflerty 
and Delaney. The witness created a 
painful s;i nsation by saying he had two 
of his little children w ith him in tin- 
cab enrly on the morning ot the lith 
of May when he was going in a cab to 
the park accompanied by Joseph Han 
Ion and Smith. Thejwitness minutely 
detailed the movements of the conspir- 
ators on the morning of the murder, 
counsel for the crown carefully elicit 
ing every point. A pin could have 
been heard to drop when Carey detail 
ed how he saw the seven men meet tin- 
two gentlemen. Curley, Joseph Han 
Ion and Fagan were first, Brady and 
Kelly next, McCafferty and Patrick 
Delaney came after. Lord Fredeiick 
Cavendish and Burke were allowed to 
pass by the three and the last four 
then faced right about. When Carey 
again looked the two rear men had 
closed in on the two gentlemen. 

Witness continued. I saw Joseph 
Brady raising his left hand, striking 
the man in the grey suit. That was 
all I saw. Witness repeated the con- 
versation he ha 1 after the murder 
with Brady, who stated that he stab 
bed Burke, ami afterwards settled 
Lord Frederick Cavendish. After 
that he went back to Burke and put. 
the knife in his throat. Brady said he 
stabbed Burke in the left shoulder. 
The other gentleman came up and called 
him a ruffian. He ran after him into 
the road and settled him. He then 
looked round and saw Kelly coming 
away from Burke's body, and then he 
and Brady went and cut Burke's 
throat. Brady said, Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, when he spoke, struck me 
with his umbrella. I then made at 
him. He held up his arm and 1 
struck. He ran into the road. Wit- 
ness detailed conversation with Curley 
in the evening who said he was afraid 
there was going to be another failure 
when he saw the new face about. 
Three of them w en: arinwi. ■ Brady 
had two knives. After the murder 
Carey saw Brady wiping the knives 
on tho grass. Carey waited until the 
murderers were on the car, then got in- 
to a cab and came to Dublin. 

Carey further stated that after the 
murders Curley and Brady met at 
McCaffrey's house, and they informed 
him of the day's proceedings. Before 
court adjourned Carey formally identi- 
fied all the prisoners. Several of tin- 
latter, as they were put forward for 
identification, called Carey a "perjured 
liar." Pat Delaney, who looked very 
ill, said solemnly "that is the man, 
(meaning Carey) I may thank for all 
my misfortunes from childhood." 
Smith, employe of the board of works, 
reported arrested in connection with 
the murder conspiracy, is not a prison- 
er, but communicating with the police 
informer inculpates Policeman 31 ul- 
dooney in the murder of Doherty. 

Carey admitted making a prearrang- 
ed signal with a white handkerchief 
Curley, bo said, directed arrangements 
at the scene of the murder. Carey, on 



Burke being identified by Smith point- 
ing him out as the man in a grey suit, 
told Carey, "Tell Smith lu go to hell." 
After this Smith went off toward the 
Hibernian school. The murderers 
then held a council, and Carey asked 
Brady what he should do. He was 
told to go off Before moving he said, 
"Mind and be sure it is the man ill a 
grey suit," and he turned towards 
Island bridge. The two witnesses 
were .">00 yards away. During tin: giv- 
ing of this evidence Brady was crouched 
down behind two other prisoners. 
The rest of the prisoners appeared de- 
jected, except Mullett, who bore a de- 
fiant look.

Last year visitors 
found quarters in houses that previously 
stood idle. To-day there are no empty 
dwellings in Victoria and unless some en- 
terprising citizens should form a company 
and build a suitable hotel in aomo central 
locality the less to the city and province 
during' the approaching season will be 
very severe. Every merchant, manufac- 
turer, restaurant-keeper, livory stable 
owner— in fact, every one in trade— is in- 
terested in this matter. Hundreds who 
have heard of the romantic scenery, 
beautiful climate, life-preserving ozone, 
pleasant drives and glorious shooting and 
"trout streams of Victoria and its sur- 
roundings are desirous of paying the 
Island a visit; but where would they End 
accommodations if they should come f li 
would bo ridiculous and dishonest to ask 
people to visit the province and after they 
had come to tell them that the boarding 
houses and hotels are tilled to overflow- 
ing and if they need bed and board they 
must procure them on the vessels which 
brought them to this port. Portland, 
which has many large and good hotels, is 
dissatisfied with the accommod.ition they 
all'ord and the other day a mass meeting 
was held there and it was resolved to 
build ai. hotel to cost §500,000. A §50,- 
000 building, furnished, would supply 
Victoria's present need and there are 
plenty of men in our midst who would 
lake atock in an enterprise of the kind it' 
some one would only get the thing 
into shape and call them together. Who 
will move in this all-important matter I 
There is no time to be lost. 

THE P1HENIX FA UK MURDERS. 

Town Councillor Carey, of Dublin, has 
turned informer and to save his own neck 
has exposed the wicked plot against the 
lives of government officials ill Ireland, 
has supplied the required details of the 
Phoenix Park assassinations and pointed 
out the inhuman butchers. The state- 
ment will be found set forth with great 
circumstantiality in our columns this 
morning. No horrid circumstance seems 
to have been omitted and it. is not strange 
that the assassins "looked dejected," or 
that Brady — the man who turned bn k 
and mutilated t he prost rate forma— should 
cower behind his equally guilty cnuipan 
ions in the duck as thu awful scone was 
described by the informer. The chain of 
evidence is most, complete. The partici- 
pation of the prisoners in the outrages 
has been established beyond the possibil- 
ity of doubt. 



Eastern Canada Mail. 

(IVr Steamer North Pacific ) 
A complete split lias occurred ill the 
Liberal party in t ! ■ IVovince of Quebec. 
The old French-Canadian Reformed under 
Senator Thibaudeau, and Messrs. (leof- 
frion, Beaugrand, (Jreueer, and others, 
have seceded from Mr. Mercier and his 
coalitionists, and have formally estab- 
lished a separate party. A mass meeting 
will, it is understood, be held in Mon- 
treal to repudiate the leader and his prin- 
ciples. 

The carnival at Quebec is acknowledged 
to have been a failure, not more than 
fifty American visit, n having registered 
at the hotels (hiring us continuance. It 
was a decided mistake to have held the 
celebration so soon after the brilliant suc- 
cess at Montreal. 

The Montreal police state that a trade 
is carried on across the line by Canadian 
body -stealers, who sell corpses to a medi- 
cal college in Vermont. 

The Grand Trunk yardsinen at Strat- 
ford have struck for higher wages, the re- 
sult being a freight blockade at that 
place. 

It is in contemplation t i amend the 
Dominion steamboat navigation law by 
introducing the stringent provisions now 
in force in England relating to vessels 
leaving port in tin unseaworthy condition, 
the examination of masters and mates of 
vessels, and an efficient hull inspection. 

Two gentlemen with the illustrious 
names of Shakespeare and Homer have 
been chosen by the people of British Co- 
lumbia to represent them in the EI o use of 
Commons. Mr. Shakespeare in an inter- 
view, tells some interesting things about 
the far-ofi'T'rovince.

Venice, Feb. 18.— Wagner's widow 
cut off her long hair and placed some of 
it under tho head of deceased. A great 
crowd in gondolas wore on the canal and 
witnessed tho departure of tho remains. 
They made way oil the canal for the pru- 
eession to the railroad station, where the 
train, draped in black, stood ready to re- 
ceive it. The scene nua very impressive. 
Austria and Bavaria gave instructions to 
allow the train to pass their frontiers un- 
examined. 

18.— ( ioodes, who as- 
saulted the queen in 1837, died in Broad- 
mur asylum.

BbBUN, Feb. 17- — President of the 
reiohstm' i'avo an account of fund f..r tbs 
relief or Butferera by inundations in.

Both Munich and Beyruth are in mourn- 
ing and the shops are closed to-day 
Deputations from all parts have arrived 
at Beyruth.

Alter reading of Carey's de- 
position a man named Neil deposed to 
seeing Carey in th.' park on the day of 
the murder, and he identified Fitzharris 
and thv driver.

Four occupants 
ot the ear used by the assassins were thou 
placed in the front of the dock for identi- 
fication by Gadden, tho park ranger.

These sales ate for 
next season's delivery free on board for 
export. Spot salmon is quite as irregular 
One sale, to close out a pack, was made 
at 81 30 for shipment cast. The demand 
lias increased since the lentcn season 
commenced. Stocks of barrel salmon are 
all in dealers' hands and prices are Dim."

HEP, MAJESTY'S SPEECH. 
Full Tost of tho document. 

London, Fob. 10 — Parliament reas- 
sembled to day. Following is the Queen's 
speech : 

My Lords and Gentlemen— I have sum- 
moned you later than usual because oftho 
lateness of the- last session. I am grati- 
fied that we maintain friendship with all 
foreign powers. At tho close of tho last 
session of parliament I had tho pleasure 
of recording my gratitude to my sea and 
land forces for the suppression, rapidly 
and completely, of a formidable rebellion 
in Egypt. Tranquility baa since been 
restored there, and clemency has been 
shown by its ruler to the leaders in the 
rebellion. The withdrawal of British 
troops progressed as expeditiously as pru- 
dent circumstances would permit. Tho 
constitution for the government of Egypt 
and the reorganization of its affairs by the 
Khedive have been partially accomplished 
and they continue to receive my earnest 
attention. 

It shall be my endeavor to secure full 
provision for the exigencies for order, and 
a just representation of the wants and 
wishes of the population, and for the ob- 
servance of international obligations. 1 
have already been able to fulfil my prom- 
ise to tho Sultan and the powers that 1 
would submit to their friendly consider- 
ation arrangements which appeared to me 
best fitted to insure the stability of the 
khedive's government , its prosperity and 
happiness and peace in eastern Europe. 
My policy has been and will bo directed 
to thoso objects. 1 rely confidently on 
its just appreciation by other countries. 

A conference has assembled at Londrni 
to consider measures for better securing 
free navigation of tho Danube, which is 
placed under the guarantee of the powers 
and forms a pari of the public law uf Eu 
rope, 

The condition of Znlulantl and the pos- 
sibility of renewed disorders there has 
engaged my most serious attention. Willi 
a view to tho preservation of puace and 
order I have decided the former ruler 
be placed in possession of a greater part 
of tho territory he held bofure the war. 
1 earnestly hope this will load to tho es- 
tablishment of a more stable government 
and maintenance of good relations be- 
tween the Zululaud nation and thoso ad- 
joining Capo Colony, paper? on these sub- 
jects will be presented to you. 

Tho house of commons estimates for 
services for tho coming year is in a for- 
ward state of preparation, and will short- 
ly be submitted to you. 

My lords and gentlemen, I am happy j 
that the improvement in the social condi- j 
tion of Ireland to which 1 referred in Do- I 
cumber continues. Agrarian crime is di- 
minished. The law everywhere is uphold j 
Measures will be promptly submitted for j 
the establishment ol a criminal court of 
appeal for preventing corrupt practices I 
and perpetuating and amending the ballot [ 
act. You will also be invited to consider j 
a proposal which will more effectually se- | 
cure to the tenants of England and Scut- 
land compensation for agricultural im- 
provements. You have provided during 
recent years by libera) devotion of your 
time for the most urgent needs of Ire- j 
land; claims for general legislation, and 
other parts of the kingdom now demand 
your just regard. 1 trust, however, you 
will be able to deal with some legislative j 
wants of Ireland for which provision has 
not yet been made. 1 rely upon your en- 
ergy and providence and beseech the Al- 
mighty, now, as heretofore, to bless your 
labors. 

Norlhcote was cheered on entering the 
house of commons. 

The speaker read a letter from Brad- 
laugh declaring that the house having re 
fused to hear from him or his constitu- 
ents, ho should present himself and do 
all the law required in his endeavor to sit 
and vote. 

The speaker read a letter announcing 
the arrest of Healy. 

Ifartington said the privilege of mem- 
bers wa.3 unaffected by such arrest. Tho 
government would not, therefore, move 
for a committee of inquiry. 
' Parnell moved for the appointment of 
a committee and exclaimed that be was 
imprisoned on account of disability. 

The attorney-general opposed Parnoll's 
motion, contending in eases of crime tho 
government left members to find a remedy 
elsewhere than in the house. 

.Itistin McCarthy, O'Donovan and other 
members spoke in behalf of Healy. 

Trevelyan, chief secretary for Ireland, 
said this class of offense is uf the most 
serious character, considering the condi 
tion of Ireland. The government is con- 
servative, and lie complained that the 
government bad given no precedent for 
its action. Jn regard to Healy, the at- 
torney-general 'only quoted an antiquated 
case from the days of the Stuarts. 
Healy' case should be treated Iho same as 
that of an English member of parliament 
would be. 

Parnell gave notice that he would in- 
troduce a bill amending the lmd act. 

•lustiu McCarthy gavo notice that ho 
would introduce a bill to abolish the Irish 
vice royalty. 

The speaker replying to Newdegato, 
said the resolution of last session against 
Bradlaugh was not voted on this session. 

Marquis of Hartington said it was the 
business of the house, not tho govern- 
ment, to attend to Bradlaugh's voting.

FRIGHTFUL PiT DISASTER IN 
ILLINOIS. 

A LASS BTJHSTS IN UPON A COAL 
MINE 

And Drovrns Sovonty-Four Mon and. 
Boys. 

Chicago, Feb. 17. — A dispatch receiv- 
ed hero gives the following particulars of 
the terrible disaster at Braidwood yes- 
terday: It was in the No. '2 shaft of the 
Wilmington coal mine and manufacturing 
company, known as the Diamond com- 
pany. It was situated Ills miles north- 
west of tho city. The "lit 1 1 u villayu of 
Diamond is a scene of desolation, calcu- 
lated to wring tho heart of even the most 
burdened, at the scene of misery. Sixty- 
eight mon and eight boys lie dead in the 
mine, and it may be weeks before even 
the melancholy satisfaction of recovering 
of thoir deatl bodies is accorded. In 
several instances all the male members of 
a family have been swept away. A sec- 
tion of prairie 00 by 90 foot, over which 
tho floods had extended until the water 
stood three or four feet deep, suddenly 
caved in, the result being the instant 
Hooding of is mine in which 1 500 men and 
boys were at work. Inside of half an 
hour the water had reached all parts of 
the works, and to night stands within five 
feet of tho main shaft. Seventy-four hu- 
man beings were choked to death in the 
grim recesses of the mine. All hope of 
the possible rescue of any of them by the 
opening of a driveway from an old air 
shaft into the works was abandoned at 
dusk, when the water poured into the 
last named shaft, and the workmen Were 
compelled to retreat. From the main 
shaft radiate passages in every direction 
in which coal is to lie found. These must 
be 1 feet high and six foot wide. The 
miners propped the passage with timber 
and soapstono. The props did not prove 
to be strong enough for the superincum- 
bent mass of soggy earth. News of the 
accident soon spread, and a great crowd 
gathered at tho mine where workmen 
were fishing out the almost exhausted and 
nearly drowned men, who were alive at 
the bottom of tho shaft. Many a wife or 
daughter knelt on the ground and prayed 
fervently for the safety of her loved one, 
and, as the heartrending character of the 
calamity appeared, the grief of the sur- 
vivors was outspoken and painful to be- 
hold. A wife bent over the shaft as her 
husband climbed up the ladder with the 
dead body of his son in his arms, extend- 
ed tier hand to receive the man, but was 
disappointed and doomed to greater grief ; 
forthe man, worn out by tho desperate 
struggle for life and for the body of his 
'Jon, fell back into the pit, and was a life 
leas corpse. Ho has not been scon since. 
Mrs. McC/uostion, whoso husband and 
three sons wore buried, upon learning of 
the news, was prostrated, ami now lies in 
a precarious condition, with her mind 
permanently injured. Instances of pa- 
thetic nature multiply, and a seeker for 
them will find' a rich harvest here. 

Dr. Olonn, tho Largost Farmor In tho 
World, Shot and. Killod. 

Dr. Hugh J. Glenn of Jacinto, Cali- 
fornia, owner of the largest grain ranch 
in the State, was shot and killed on the 
18th inst. by H. Miller. About 2 o'clock 
p. in. Dr. Glenn was going along the 
porch of Jacinto hall, and when near the 
south end of the porch he passed Miller, 
who had been in the employ of the doc- 
tor as bookkeeper for about a month. 
Last Monday Miller was discharged for 
drunkenness. Miller was standing on 
the porch with a double-barrelled shot- 
gun in his hand, and just as Dr. Clenn 
passed ho raised the gun and fired, only 
a distanet of ten feet separating them. 
The whole charge took effect in the doc- 
tor's head, tearing away a portion of the 
skull. 

Huron .Miller, the man who murdered 
Dr. (fleiin, is about of) years old and mar- 
ried. He was addicted to intemperance, 
which was the cause of his discharge. 
Miller had known Glenn intimately for 
many years Glenn started him in busi- 
ness, but through dissipation Miller was 
unsuccessful and was finally forced to ac- 
cept a menial situation at a nominal sal- 
ary. Glenn found him in this plight and 
gave him a situation as bookkeeper. Mon- 
day, Glenn found him intoxicated. When 
reprimanded Miller applied insolent 
language to his benefactor, who at mice 
discharged him. 

The death of Doctor Glenn has caused 
much sorrow in Jacinto. IB: gave em- 
ployment to hundreds of men and treated 
them all more as members of his family 
than as his workmen. The streets of the 
town are crowded with bis men, who 
look on his death as a great misfortune, 
both personally and to the community. 
At all times he was foremost m public 
undertakings, and his loss will not only 
he felt in this town, but all over Colusa 
county. Ho was identified with the agri- 
cultural interests of the entire Stato, be- 
ing the largest wheat grower in Califor- 
nia. His business was not alone confined 
to this State, for he had large cattle and 
fanning interests in Oregon and Nevada. 
Doctor Glenn w as born in Virginia about 
tlie year 1828, and was educated in 
Paris. 

As soon as Miller saw his victim fall he 
turned to escape by going across a field 
ina southerly direction, .lust then R. 
M. Cochran, general superintendent for 
Br. Hlenn, hearing <>i the crime, rushed 
for a Henry rillo anil started m pursuit. 
When within hailing distance he ordered 
Miller to stop. Tho bullet entered tho 
fleshy part of his thigh. Being wounded, 
Miller threw up his hands and called for 
mercy. He was then transferred to Col- 
usa jail, where be now lies. 

Canada. 

HAMILTON, Out., Feb. 17. -The Paci- 
fic express collided to-night with the east 
bound express neat Duildas, on the 
Croat Western division of the Grand 
Trunk railroad. Two are reported 
killed and several wounded.

Isaac Lourilla pushed ahead 
to Burke's, which he reached almost over- 
come. Tho next morning he started out 
with assistance for his companions, and 
found them frozen to death.

VauderMlt and. tho Canadian Pacinc. 

Wo give the following for what it may 
bo worth, Tho writer " guessed" a good 
deal in penning what ho did, but he un- 
doubtedly " guessed " somo truth a3 r/cll 
as some error: 

Toronto, Jan. 20. — Whon it would 
seoin thai; tho Canadian Pacific were on 
their last legs, they have boon success- 
fully tided over their straits by a number 
of English and American capitalists, who 
have come to tho rescue with the noces- 
sary capital. As has alroady been an- 
nounced at a miioting held in New York 
some time ago, nearly all the extra $85,- 

000 000 of stuck was" taken up. Ono of 
the officers of tho syndicate has, since 
this meeting, said* that considerable of the 
stock of the syndicate was taken up by 
Vanderbilt. This official further stated 
that Vanderbilt was on the best of tcrniH 
with the syndicate, and freely discussed 
with them tho future prospects of the 
" great Canadian road." All this seems 
very plausible. Vanderbilt is quite ready 
to utilize the Canadian Paciiic, and the 
Canadian Pacific are over anxious to 
make use uf Vanderbilt. Tho American 
railway king has long boon striving to 
make his way into Canada, no doubt lured 
mi by tho splendid success the Grand 
Trunk lias achieved in this country, where 
it has had a monopoly for tho past forty 
years. Ever sincu Vanderbilt has had 
the Canada Southern from Detroit to St. 
Thomas, a point within a few miles of 
Toronto, he has been endeavoring to go 
through to the seaboard by a Canadian 
route. Now ho sees a chance by the 
Canadian Pacific. The Canadian Pacific 
railway's Credit valley would bring him 
to Toronto, then he could get to Montreal 
by the Ontario and Quebec, now build- 
ing, and to Halifax by the Intercolonial, 
a Canadian government road, and quite 
favorable to the Canadian Pacific. 

ItKTWKEN TWo PIUKS. 
The Canadian Pacific have also their 
object in getting into Vauderbilt's good 
graces. According to thuir contract with 
the Canadian government they must build 
a line eastward, north of Lake Superior. 
This line would have to take a route 
through an almost impenetrable forest. 
This tho syndicate want to avoid if they 
can, as the cost of such an undertaking 
would be tremendous. They want to 
have communication eastward over the 
Northern Pacific. Thus their object in 
"standing in 1 ' with Vanderbilt becomes 
apparent. It is authoratitivoly stated hero 
and generally believed, that Vanderbilt 
now controls, or will shortly control, an 
immense interest in the Northern Paciiic, 
the recent buying up of shares being at- 
tributed to him. Tho Canadian Pacific 
have but one way of gotting out of their 
bargain to build their eastern one via 
North Superior, and that is to allow other 
railway companies to build in the North- 
west. The contract which binds them to 
build their eastern branch through tho 
impenetrable forests of Lake Superior 
also give3 them the monopoly of railway 
construction in the Canadian Northwest. 
The Canadian government, now seeing 
the fully of their bargain, offers to let 
them oil on one bargain if they will re- 
ciprocate on tho other. The monopoly of 
the Northwest is a great advantage to tho 
syndicate, and means untold benefit to 
them, and if the syndicate was to concede 
tins point they would have the dreaded 
competition which they so dexterously 
avoided in their contract. 

Eastern Statos. 

New Ydhk, Feb. 18.— The commer- 
cial situation grows worse instead of bet- 
ter, and a fooling of greater or less de- 
pression prevails in most of the markets. 
Tho chief causes of this untoward condi- 
tion of things upon the surface are un- 
certainty about the tariff and the appall- 
ing distress wrought by the western 
floods. 'Ike uncertainty about tariff 
legislation more or less affects all depart- 
ments of business, especially thoso com- 
modities in which important changes in 
duties are threatened, and such articles 
as it is talked of placing on the free list, 
trade being in a waiting attitude. 

The stocks of goods arc accumulating, 
collections aro tardy and a fooling of in- 
certitude obtains in business circles. 
There is an increase of failures, which re- 
veals a disagreeable showing of bad debts 
and increases from a sense of caution to a 
point verging on anxiety. The depress- 
ing influences aro visible through the 
whole range of business. About all the 
life displayed in any of the markets is the 
unwonted speculative activity in wheat.
